“In response to a call from our 
land fo.ces for air support south of 
Bir Hacheim on Wednesday, says the 
Air Ministry News Service, “ Kitty- 
hawk fighters and Kitty bombers 
attacked a concentration of armoured 
cars and enemy motor transport.

AFTER THE WAR 
PROPOSALS BY LT.6.W.U. 


LS Government will be nrged to 

expedite the completion of 
comprehensive schemes for dealing 
with post-war reconstruction at the 
annual conference of the [Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ 
Union, which opens in Dundalk on 
Sunday. 

The resolution on this subjeet, which 
is submitted by the Cork No. 1 Branch. 
adds that the problems of the de- 
mobilisation of the Defence Services, 
provision for their dependents, and the 
retutn of the men who have left the 
country, demand that provision should 
be made for their adequate. main- 
tenance pending their return to employ- 
ment, 

It is further claimed that the future 
policy on education, social services, 
regional local government, national and 
local finance, should also be defined, 
Those essential national services, such 
as coal, transport, power, milling, and 
the provision of finance for national 
and local government. should -be 
brought under public ownership and 
control, it is suggested. 

A number of resolutions record 
vehement protests against Order 166, 
and calling for its withdrawal.’ It-is 
contended that the Order is contrary to 
democratic principles as set out in the 
Constitution, and creates widespread 
hardship on all workers, especially the 
lower paid. 

The Government also will be 
criticised for its handling of the 
supplies problem, and a demand. will 
be made for the setting up of an 
economic advisory body representative 
of workers and employers ta advise 
the Government on industrial problems. 

The Trade Union Act, Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Act, National Health 
Insurance, and a proposal for a State 
scheme of family allowances are among 
other matters to be discussed, 


HERR HEYDRICH DEAD 
COLOURFUL CAREER | 


The death of Reinhard Heydrich was 
officially announced iu Berlin yesterday 
as follows:—‘‘ The Deputy Protector ol 
Bohemia and Moravia, Chief of the 
Security Police, and 8.8. Group Leader 
and General of Police, Reinhard 
Heydrich, died this: morning as the 
result of the attempt on his life.” 

It was stated immediately after the 
attempt that Herr Heydrich’s condition 
was serious, but he remained conscious. 
He was said to have been wounded in 
the spine. 7 

Over 6. feet tall, fair-haired, blue- 
eyed, and of boyish appearance, always 
very smartly dressed in the black 
uniform of the highest rank of the 
| 8.8., Herr Heydrich was said to he the 
handsomest man in the. Nazi Party, 
says the Press Association. Herr 
Heydrich was born in 1904, and, when 
only 16, however, joined a secret 
organisation in Munich to fight against 
the Weimar Republic.

Early Morning 
Landing 


RITISH Commando troops 
carried out a raid on the 
French coast between Boulogne and 
Le Touquet at 3 a.m. yesterday 
morning, and, according to the 
official report issued in London 
yesterday afternoon, valuable in- 
formation was obtained. 

A German report says that the 
attack was repelled, and some 
prisoners and arms were captured. 

The communiqué, which was issued 
by Combined Headquarters, stated : 

‘‘A minor reconnaissance raid was 
carried out in the early hours of to-day 
on the enemy-occupied coast of France 
in the Boulogne-Le Touquet area. The 
military raiding force consisted of 
Special Service troops, and valuable 
information was obtained. 

“The re-embarkation of the Special 
Service troops by units of the Royal 
Navy was covered by aircraft of the 
| Royal Air Force Fighter Command. 
|The Royal. Navy provided a naval 
escort for the forces.” ., 

A later communiqué stated: 

“ The naval and military force which 
took part in the minor reconnaissance 
raid between Boulogne and Le Touquet 
in the early hours of to-day has now 
returned to England. A small. con- 
tingent of Special Service troops landed 
on the French coast, where they 
engaged the enemy and obtained 
valuable information. Our _ troops 
suffered only slight casualties.”’ 


RAID DESCRIBED 


Reuter's Special Correspondent, in a 
message dated Thursday ' off the 
French coast,’ stated that the Com- 
mando troops, who were clad only in 
shorts; stockings and soft woollen hats, 
stormed ashore just before 5 a.m. and 
had established themselves on the 
beach before the Germans opened fire. 
Wading waist deep from their assault 
craft and cutting their way through 
barbed wire defences, some of the 
raiders reached points some distance 
inland. 


GERMAN REPORT 


The German communiqué stated :— 
“An attempted British landing, with 
weak forces, on the Channel coast was 
repelled by the German coastal defence. 
Some prisoners and arm were 
captured.’’ 

A Berlin military spokesman said :— 
“ In the early hours of this morning 
sume motor torpedo boats, escorted by 
low-flying ‘planes, approached the 
French Coast near Le Touquet. The 
British naval units were immediately 
fired on by German coastal artillery, 
so that they had to turn away. A 
further landing attempted to the south 
of the strong point which was first 
attacked: resulted in a few British 
soldiers reaching the shore, but they 
were immediately driven off by the 
German defences..Some British soldiers 
were taken prisoner and some arms 
and sappers’ tools were captured.
